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SECTION  E. 

HOUSING. 

Housing  conditions  may  be  regarded  as  similar  to 
last  year,  but  with  more  evidence  of  acute  shortage  ; 
approximately  500  applications  have  been  made. 
Owing  to  difficulty  in  obtaining  materials  and  the 
necessary  labour,  houses  generally  have  deteriorated 
considerably.  Overcrowding  is  as  acute  as  ever,  many 
young  men  having  married  since  joining  the  Forces, 
and  their  wives  live  with  their  parents.  There  are 
some  cases  where  three  separate  families  are  living  in 
one  small  house. 

Several  intimation  notices  were  sent  to  owners  to 
repair  defects,  more  essentially  those  connected  with 
sanitary  accommodation,  drains  and  roofs. 

HOUSE  REFUSE. 

The  collecting  of  House  Refuse  has  been  main- 
tained very  efficiently  during  the  year,  a call  being 
made  at  least  once  a week  at  each  premises  ; 272  loads 
(476  tons)  were  collected  during  the  year.  The  Refuse 
is  disposed  of  at  our  tip,  and  one  man  is  constantly 
employed  on  the.  tip  to  see  that  putrefacted  matter  is 
buried  properly. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

In  all  cases  where  Infectious  Disease  has  occurred, 
the  rooms  have  been  fumigated,  and  fluid  disinfectant 
has  been  liberally  supplied  by  the  Council.  Not  all 
of  the  infectious  cases  were  sent  to  hospital,  owing  to 
the  lack  of  hospital  facilities,  some  of  the  milder  cases 
were  treated  at  home,  when  it  was  possible  to  afford 
good  means  of  isolation  and  attendance. 
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MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION. 

A very  thorough  inspection  is  carried  out  at  the 
controlled  Slaughter  House.  13,699  animals  were  in- 
spected during  the  year,  and  the  quantity  of  diseased 
meat  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption 
amounted  to  19  tons  5 lbs. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Water  Service  of  the  town  is  owned  by  a 
private  Company,  and  the  supply  has  been  kept  fairly 
satisfactorily  considering  the  heavy  demand  made, 
due  to  the  increased  population.  The  lack  of  pressure 
has  been  evident  on  the  higher  elevation  ; and  at  the 
termini  the  water  is  at  times  highly  coloured,  making 
frequent  flushing  necessary,  after  which  the  water  is 
again  clear.  No  appreciable  alterations  have  been 
carried  out  during  the  year.
